SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1925. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Great  Harwood  Urban  District  Council. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  27  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  reported,  viz  : 
Scarlet  Fever  7,  Diphtheria  3,  Erysipelas  4,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  8, 
other  forms  of  T.  B.  5. 

40  houses  have  been  disinfected.  The  method  of  disinfection 
being  by  spraying  and  fumigating  with  Formaldehyde  of  Sulphur 
Cakes.  The  Bedding  and  Clothing  being  disinfected  in  the  same  room. 
In  special  cases  bedding  &c  , is  taken  to  the  Steam  Disinfector  belonging 
to  the  Accrington  Corporation,  with  whom  we  have  an  arrangement. 

Houses  Inspected. 

There  were  202  houses  inspected  during  the  year,  89  of  which 
were  found  defective,  ahd  same  were  repaired  and  rendered  fit  for 
human  habitation. 


Food  Inspection. 

'The  Public  Abattoir  and  a good  private  oue  adjoining  (belonging 
to  the  Great  Harwood  Co-operative  Society)  are  under  constant  super- 
vision. 

3|  tons  of  'Tuberculous  Carcases  and  48  lb.  of  Corned  Beef  have 
been  surrendered  and  condemned. 

This  includes  ten  beasts  which  were  notified  by  farmers  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order. 

The  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations  are  being  enforced.  We 
have  36  Bakehouses  and  the  same  generally  are  kept  in  a good 
sanitary  condition. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

54  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  generally  the 
premises  have  been  found  in  a satisfactory  sanitary  condition. 

One  farm  has  been  abolished,  the  premises  being  unfit,  not 
meeting  the  requirements  of  the  regulations.  Houses  have  now  been 
built  on  the  site. 

On  the  Register  we  have  20  Purveyors  and  producers,  6 Retailers, 
Producers  only,  4.  Total  30. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  are  being  enforced. 


Workshops  & Workplaces. 


168  visits  have  been  made  to  114  Workshops,  &c.,  and  the  same 
are  kept  generally  satisfactory  as  regards  cleanliness  and  airspace.  The 
Sanitary  conveniences  are  good. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Details  of  Closet  and  Ashpit  accommodation  are  given  in  the 
Medical  Officer’s  Keport 

The  Pails  and  Cesspools  are  cleansed  weekly,  and  the  Ashpits  about 
every  six  weeks,  unless  reported,  when  immediate  attention  is  given. 

The  trade  refuse  from  26  Greengrocers  and  Fish  Shops  is  removed 
daily  before  8-30  a.m. 

We  have  three  Public  Lavatories  which  are  cleansed  daily. 

The  abolition  of  the  Earthenware  Tanks  and  the  conversion  of 
open  ashpits  to  ashbins  is  being  gradually  carried  out.  In  less  than 
two  years  we  shall  have  completed  all  the  necessary  work  requisite. 

The  Scavenging  of  the  Streets  receives  all  the  necessary  attention 
daily.

I herewith  submit  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  81st,  1925. 

During  the  year  230  births  have  been  notified,  five  of  which 
were  stillborn. 

I have  made  1648  visits.  First  visits,  218  ; To  children  under 
one  year  of  age,  871  ; over  one  year  of  age,  559. 

I have  interviewed  and  advised  78  expectant  mothers. 

14  children  have  been  supplied  with  free  milk  upon  certificate 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Heath. 

The  average  attendance  at  the  Maternity  Centre  which  has  been 
held  fortnightly  was  16. 

During  the  year  we  had  Lectures  by  Miss  Tipper  of  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  and  the  Medical  Officer,  for  the  mothers 
attending  the  Centre. 

In  October,  during  National  Health  Week,  Professor  Stirling 
gave  a Public  Lecture  on  the  Care  of  the  Lungs,  which  was  well 
^ attended.
